The Federal Election Commission has considered the allegations contained in your
complaint dated February 10, 2014, but was equally divided on whether there was no reason to
believe that Joel Gilbert, Highway 61 Entertainment, LLC, and DFMRF, LLC violated the
Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971, as amended. Accordingly, on February 23, 2016, the
Commission closed the filc in this matter.
